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Democrats want to hurry highway spending. One of the anti- -re- 
cession moves favored by party leaders in Congress is to take th 

interstate program off the pay-as-you-go basis. Idea isto permit 
borrowing from the treasury to fill the highway trust fund. This 
could mean earlier completion for the highway program. At pres- 
ent, highway administrator Bertram B. Tallamy estimates it'll 
take 21 years. 





Other highway legislation to pump money into the economy is be 
ing talked up, too. It’ S a Democratic plan so far, but GOP leaders 
are saying that something might have to be done if the antici- 
pated mid-year upturn doesn't materialize. One plan would spur 
immediate construction of more primary and secondary roads and 
their urban extensions. The interstate system, with its maz 
of state and local considerations, cannot be expanded so fast.

Rubber firms will pool small shipments to save freight costs. 
The 1400-plus rubber products manufacturing firms have organ- 
ized a trade group (Rubber Shippers Assn., Inc.) to pool an 
transport freight for members. The shippers expect large savings 
due to volume rates. Terminals will be operated for the ship- 
pers by carriers.

Key issues in the Senate's hearings on transportation have 
nearly all been aired. The railroads have made their appeals for 
legislative help, and the truckers have countered with strong 
arguments. The hearings will be finished after one more round 
of testimony. The Senate subcommittee, headed by Sen. George 
Smathers (D-Fla.), still wants to hear representatives of fed- 
eral and state dager row bodies, including the ICC, as well as 
labor spokesmen and economists. 
Railroad's have asked for a change in ICC's rate-making 
rules. Trucking witnesses insisted the railroad changes would 
crush competition and destroy any semblance of a national trans- 
portation policy. 
Railmen also asked for "department store*® integration—in 
other words, permission to enter competing modes of transporta- 
tion. Many small trucking firms would be wiped out, a trucking 
witness replied. Another railroad proposal was increased high- 
way-user taxes. Truckers pointed out that trucks make up less 
than one-third of highway vehicles, pay about 40% of the highway 


trust-fund taxes. 


"Don't help the railroads at trucking's expense*—that was 
the theme of the American Trucking ASSnS " testimony, although 
it did not deny that some help shoul 

it. For the truckers themselves 
were advocated: 

1. Repeal the 3% tax on transportation. 

2. Reduce the agricultural exemption. 

3. Require the government to pay regular commercial rates on

FLEET Putting off making a will might spell serious financial trouble for your heirs 
and dependents. It could mean that the very security you have spent your life 
building up for your family may be whittled down or channeled out of the 
course you intend it to follow. 


This is true even if your estate is small, or the transfer of benefits to your 
heirs seems short and clear-cut. The law would almost automatically direct the 
distribution of your property among close relatives, to be sure. But in the proc- 
ess, legal entanglements can cause delays—and cost money. 


The importance of wills gets a lot of publicity. Yet the tendency is for 
people to put off doing anything about it. Part of the reason is that they don’t 
like to contemplate their own demise. 

Beyond that, it doesn’t make sense to them—they can’t see why, in a simple 
financial and family situation, the lack of a will might have such dire results. 


Some of the legal factors involved will show why: 


. Tear here 


If you make a will, you can name your own executor. If you don’t, and 
die “intestate,” there still must be someone to handle the estate. So the court 
appoints an administrator. Essentially, his job is the same as an executor’s— 
he administers the estate according to law. 

But note this: Under the law, several people may have an equal right to be 
appointed administrator. If each person asserts his right. litigation and expense 
to the estate may be involved even before an administrator is appointed. 


Moreover, the court may appoint an administrator who is antagonistic 
to the other beneficiaries—those you want most to provide for. For example: 
A second wife may be unfriendly to children by the first wife of the decedent. 
Her administration could be damaging to the children. 


H you draw a will, you can usually excuse the executor of your choice from 
giving bond. A court-appointed administrator is almost universaily required 
to be bonded in the amount of the value af the estate’s assets. The cost of such 
a bond—even in a modest-sized estate—may exceed by several times the cost 
of preparing a will. 
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A will can give to an executor broader powers, discretion, and authority. 
An administrator appointed by a court is limited strictly to the laws that regulate 
the administration of an estate. 

The same thing applies when infant or incompetent beneficiaries are involved. 
A court-appointed guardian—or other fiduciary—must follow the letter of the 
law. That may work to the beneficiary's disadvantage. (This fiduciary may have 
to be bonded, thereby adding to the expense. ) 

But a will can name a person to hold the property, specify how it is to be 
handled to the best advantage of the beneficiary. Thus a will could result in 


more efficient administration and a saving of expense. 


Your will can be relatively simple. However, the popular idea that a will 


scrawled on the back of an old envelope is legal is generally untrue. Some states 
recognize a holographic will (one drawn in your own hand-writing, even without 


witnesses}. 


But the recognition doesn’t necessarily bar complications. To be on the safe 
side. a will should be precisely drawn and legally executed. Continwed on next poge

Remember what one frustrated judge said when he was trying to figure out 
what one man meant in his will. He stated, in effect: “Homemade pies are said 
to be superior. Homemade wills—never.” 


Keep your will up to date. Changes in fortune, births, deaths, marriage—and the 
law—may call for revision. One example: the marital deduction tax laws of 1948 
Wills drawn before that time should be revised with that provision in mind.

If you've been away from your office because of illness or injury, you are 
probably entitled to some tax-free sick pay, under federal law—but there's 2 
rub if you worked while at home or in the hospital 

The Treasury says that if you performed “substantial services” for your con- 
cern, while out sick, you lose the $100-a-week tax-free exclusion. The question 


is—what does the Treasury mean by “substantial services?” 


You can hold “occasional short conferences” at the hospital or at home, 
during a period of illness and recuperation; you can read reports and keep in 
touch by phone. But you can’t go too far beyond this and still qualify for the 


exclusion. Here’s a Jate case that gives a very general guide: 


An executive was seriously ill, at home. He stayed away from his office f 
months, but was not replaced. Instead, he worked part-time. His secretary called 
at his house nearly every day, and other executives conferred with him fr 
quently. He continued to set company policy, though he by no means attended 
to all his normal duties. The court said this amounted to “substantial service.” 
Here are a few other points to keep in mind: 
There is generally no limit on the number of wecks to which the exclusion 
can apply. Nor does recuperation have to be in a hospital or at home. 


Your company must have either a formal or informal “wage continuation” 
plan that is generally applied to executives—vyou ll not get the exclusion if sick 
pay is a special concession in your case. 

The seven-day rule is strictly enforced. If you are at home due to illness, the 
exclusion normally starts after seven days. However, if you are absent because 
of injury (occurring on or off the job), or if you are out because of illness but 
are in a hospital for at least a full day (24 hours), any time during your absence 
—your pay from the first day is tax-free, up to $100 a week. (If you return to 
work prematurely, after an illness, then go back home because of a relapse, a 


new seven-day waiting period is applied.) 


Figure your tax-free pay as though you earned just $100 in a five-day week. 
If you are out, say, three days because of an injury, you have $60 tax-free 
income. 


In reporting, when you exclude sick pay, you must show how it was com 
puted, the period of absence, the nature of your illness or injury, and whether 
you were hospitalized
